“The American imagi­ 
nation bas been deeply touched by the 
tragedy of Belgium," he says, “and, 
with the exception of Its brutal protag­ 
onists, all the world shares that pity., 
“Ypres Is its symbol. 
The town'a 
body Is denuded, dead. 
It bas beet) 
through two great hells and many les­ 
ser ones, but Its soul lives on. intact. 
'The town mayor Impressed me as pre­ 
cisely the type of man to govern Yprea 
today. 
He is its military mayor, a 
•ort of father-alid mother to Yprtt, 
a brave, broad-shouldered Cornishman, 
who has risen from the ranks, and 
who administers the affairs of his 
ruined borough with a pride aud leal 
that are not short of beautiful. He lf 
not wholly obsessed by military val­ 
ues; he does not wish the visitor to 
miss the rare pluces of Ypres that arc 
still, In their grim settling, mort OC 
less visible. 
“The other day he helped a Bel­ 
gian to discover his little hoard of 
frnucs that had ln*en buried in tim 
town during the first howbardmept, 
He shows firm Judgment and install!

Washington, Nov. IT—The purpose 
of the meeting of the American Jew­ 
ish 
Congress, which opens here 
to­ 
morrow, is to secure full rights for 
the Jews of the world. 
They will at­ 
tempt, by co-operation of all the Jews 
of the world, to secure abrogation of 
ail laws discriminating against them. 
“ Full rights" of the Jews are con­ 
strued by them to be, first, equal civil, 
religious, and political rights; second, 
the securing and protecting of Jewish 
rights in Palestine; third, the econo­ 
mic reconstruction of the Jewish com­ 
munities in the war zone. 
The members of the Congress have 
l»een chosen 
by election. 
For 
this 
purpose the whole country has been 
divided 
into 
Jewish electorial 
dis­ 
tricts, each one of which elects one or 
more 
members 
to 
the 
Congress. 
Every Jew and 
Jewess over JI can 
vote for representation. 
Those who conceived the idea of this 
Congress hone, by its means, to have 
the rights of Jews of all nations made 
a part of the Peace Treaty which ends 
the 
present war. 
Russia and 
Rbu- 
mania 
are the 
principal 
countries 
where the Jews are oppressed, says a 
noted Jewish leader. 
As the present 
war has demonstrated 
the bravery 
and patriotism of Jews in these coun­ 
tries, so they should be freed from the 
mediaeval oppression which still hangs 
over 
them, 
they 
argue. 
Equality 
of duties should bring equal rights, 
one member phrased .it.

For the purposes of explanation, as­ 
sume a camp with fifteen posts, which 
must be patrolled eaeh by a sentry. 
The guard would then consist of 46 
privates, divided Into three reliefs, 
each with a corporal. 
There woulo 
he one or two sergeants, an officer of 
the guard and an officer of the d a). 
The reliefs would be on post two hours 
and off four hours throughout the 24 
hours of the day on duty. 
The sentry’s orders are th at “in 
cases not covered by Instructions, he 
Is to call the corpora! of the guard.” 
At night It is tho corporal who Is called 
to make the arrest In case the sentry 
catches anyone trying to cross his 
post; and he m ast he continually on 
the Job, not only when his relief Is 
on post but also during the preceding 
relief. 
Powers of Leadership. 
But It Is guard duty In time of war 
that calls all a corporal’s powers of 
leadership to the force. This Is called 
exterior guard doty and consists of 
outposts during a halt and advance, 
flank or rear guards during an ad­ 
vance or retreat. 
It Includes all that 
Is commonly called patrolling. 
Bodies 
for this duty may be larger than a 
squad, and may be under the com­ 
mand of a sergeant or even a com­ 
missioned officer, lf the duty is Im­ 
portant enough; but here again the 
squad Is the normal body to use and 
the squad leader the man put In charge 
if he Is capable. 
Every reader Is fam iliar with the 
thrilling tales of patrolling from the 
trenches, and knows of Its Importance 
In the securing of details of Informa­ 
tion too minute for the airmen to pick 
up. 
The reconnoitering patrols have 
always been considered the eyes of an 
army, and even the airplanes cannot 
altogether take their place. 
W hether 
a corporal does any or much of this 
sort of work depends on the sblllty 
of the lndlvldnal, and lf he does well 
in this he soon ceases to he a corporal, 
for the qualities required in good ad­ 
vance guard or outpost work are those 
required In much higher grades than 
that of corporal.

The United States navy offers more 
opportunities to the enlisted luau and 
gives better pay both for active serv­ 
ice and lo retirem ent than any other 
branch of the armed forces of the gov­ 
ernment. 
Starting at the very beginning It Ie 
possible for a young man by work and 
study to have continuous aud frequent 
advancement with increase of pay. To 
i 
ds base pay there la always extra pay 
tdded for apecial duties uud with each 
enlistment his puy*is also increased. 
As an instance of this, a young man 
enlisting in the navy receives now psi 
at the following ra te s : 
Apprentice 
seamen, $32.60 a m onth; seamen, sec 
ond class, $35.90, and seamen, $33.40 
J'rom this grade he may become a 
petty officer receiving a present war 
i»ay of $41 for third class, $46.50 for 
second class, and $52 for first class. 
Rising to a chief petty officer his pres­ 
ent war pay Is from $61 to $83, de­ 
pending on his class of skilled work. 
The next higher grade Is that of 
w arrant officer, which la a life posi­ 
tion, attainable only by promotion 
from enlisted grades. 
The pay of a 
w arrant officer is from $1,500 to $2.- 
OOO a year, depending upon length of 
service with benefits of retirem ent at 
sixty-four on three-quarters pay or at 
any time before sixty-four for dlsabli- ! 
lty incurred In line of duty. The war­ 
rant officer’s grade is composed of 
boatswains, gunners, carpenters, mu- I 
ctiinlsts, sailmaker*, pharmacists and 
pay clerks. 
Standing of Warrant Ofhoera. 
W arrant officers have a still higher 
step in that they are com missioned as 
chief w an ant officers in their various 
grades, with rank of ensign, after six 
years of service as boatswain, gun* 
ner, carpenter, machinist, pharmacist, < 
or pay clerk. A fter

service from date ofjkftffhdlpmq they 
receive the pay

The advancement which ta open to 
ambitious young men who enlist in 
the navy Is not limited lo the grade 
of w arrant officer. 
There are several 
avenues open for promotion to com­ 
mission ; for exam ple: 
A boatswain, gunner or machinist 
o r a chief boatswain, chief gunner or 
chief machinist who has been in his 
grade for four years and Is inder thir­ 
ty-five may enter the examination for 
appointment aa ensign. 
This examin­ 
ation la held every year, appointments 
being limited to 12 annually. 
A man 
who wins a commission in thts man­ 
ner la entitled to the sam e pay, priv­ 
ileges. honors and opportunities for 
further advancement aa are open for 
lofficers who are graduates of the Naval 
academy. 
Pay clerks and chief pay clerks un­ 
der thirty-five‘may take the examina­ 
tion for ap|H)lntmente as assistant pay­ 
m aster In th e navy. This examination 
la usually held each year and la com­ 
petitive. 
May Enter Academy. 
The law provides for the appoint­ 
ment each year of HJO enlisted men to 
the Naval academy, the requirements 
being that the applicant must puss a 
competitive examination, must be un­ 
der twenty at the time of appoint­ 
ment and must have been In the navy 
at least one year at date of entrance 
to the Naval academy. 
In order to 
give young men a chance to prepare 
for 
this 
examination 
classes 
are 
formed at all the training stations and 
on board ships, with special lnatructors 
und the free use of the necessary text 
books. 
Retiring from the service a chief 
petty officer may enter tho reserve 
force, whore he receives an annual 
retainer. 
Should he be called into ac­ 
tive service he is then paid in addi­ 
tion to bls retainer the base pay of the 
regular navy for active duty, and lf 
on recruiting duty be will receive $2 
a day or $60 a month for subsistence. 
Thus, lf u man had retired after 20 
years Hod w a s called back he could 
draw $05 retainer, $105 regular and 
$00 subsistence, milking a 
total of 
$220, which is more than a Junior lieu­ 
tenant’s pay aud nearly equal to th at 
of a full lieutenant or a captain In the 
army.
